100,000 at present, and on the average, 151 persons in every j 
county like ours died of tuberculosis in 1918. No year com- 
pared with 1918 except 1906, when it was J 50.9.

1906 and 1913 there was a steady decline until the death rate 
was 122 per 100,000. 


If we will but stop to think of it, the world war so en- 


grossed our attention from 1914 until 1918 that we practically 
forgot the enemy at our gates and the death rate increased 
to 128 in 1915, 133 in 1916, 139 in 1917 and 151 in 1918.

kind of methods Pennsylvanians reduced the death rate to 
119 in 1919, 105 in 1920 and in 1921 to 99. 


There figures prove conclusively .that tuberculosis is a 


disease that can be controlled and prevented. No person can 
escape his or her sliare of the responsibility for stamping out 
tuberculosis. It begins with clean living, fresh air and sanita- 
tion; this1 in order to protect your fellow men. It continue? 
by buying, systematically,. the little anti-tuberculosis stamps 
which are.put on sale in November and December.

By CHIEF JUSTICE TAFT, From Child Labor Act Opinion. 


The law is attacked on the ground that it is

1 
provides a hca\y exaction for a departure from ft detailed and ,<=peci!v< 
course of conduct in business. 
That course of business is tlwt r-mplu1 


ers shall employ in mines and quarries children of an n^e gi pater t1 a 
sixteen years; m mills and factories, children ef an na;e Drearer tluin fom 
teen years, and shall prevent children of less than sixteen jenrs in nul 
and factories from working more than eight houis a day or six days in tli 
week. . . . In the light of these features of the act, a court must I- 
blind not to see that the so-called tax is imposed to stop the cniploymen 
of children within the age limits prescribed. Its prohibitory nnd'regula 
tory effect and purpose are palpable.

gress dealing with subjects not intrusted to congress but left or committee 
by the supreme law of the land to the control of the stixtes. We canno' 
avoid the duty, even though it require us to refus? to give effect to legi^ 
lation designed to promote the highest good. . . . 


Out of a proper respect for the acts of a co-ordinate branch of th< 


government, this court has gone far to sustain taxing acts a^ siuh, C\PI 
though there has be>>n ground for suspecting from the weight of the t«u 
it was intended to dei-troy its subject. But in the act before us the pre- 
sumption of validity cannot prevail, because the proof of the contrary i= 
found on the very face of its provisions. Grant the validity of this la\\ 
and all that congress would need to do hereafter in seeking to take o\er 
to its control any one of the great number of subjects of public interest^ 
jurisdiction of which the states have never'partcd with, and which are 
ret-ened to them by the tenth amendment, would be to enact a detailed 
measure of complete regulation of the subject and cnfone it 1>v a so- 
called tax upon lepartures from it. To give such magic to tlm word "tax" 
would be to bj-enk down all constitutional limitation of tl.e powers of con- 
gress and completely wipe ort the sovereignty of the .state*.

119 in 1919, 105 in 1920 and in 1921 to 99. 


Thes-e figures prove conclusively that tuberculosis is a 


disease that can be controlled and prevented. No person can 
escape his or her sliare of the responsibility for stamping out 
tuberculosis. It begins with clean living, fresh air and sanita- 
tion; thiF in order to protect your fellow men. It continues 
by buying, systematically, the little anti-tuberculosis stamps 
which are put on sale in November and December. We can 
finish the job by giving the fullest measure of co-operation 
to the CiStinty Committee, headed by Mrs. Richard Gilbert and 
who^e secretary is Mrs. W. S. Bouton.

100,000 at present, and on the average, 151 persons in every j 
county like ours died of tuberculosis in 1918. No year com- 
pared with 1918 except 1906, when it was J 50.9.

1906 and 1913 there was a steady decline until the death rate 
was 122 per 100,000. 


If we will but stop to think of it, the world war so en- 


grossed our attention from 1914 until 1918 that we practically 
forgot the enemy at our gates and the death rate increased 
to 128 in 1915, 133 in 1916, 139 in 1917 and 151 in 1918.

kind of methods Pennsylvanians reduced the death rate to 
119 in 1919, 105 in 1920 and in 1921 to 99. 


There figures prove conclusively .that tuberculosis is a 


disease that can be controlled and prevented. No person can 
escape his or her sliare of the responsibility for stamping out 
tuberculosis. It begins with clean living, fresh air and sanita- 
tion; this1 in order to protect your fellow men. It continue? 
by buying, systematically,. the little anti-tuberculosis stamps 
which are.put on sale in November and December. We can 
finish the job by giving the fullest measure of co-operation 
to the Colinty Committee, headed by Mrs. Richard Gilbert and 
who?e secretary is Mrs. W. S. Bouton.

By CHIEF JUSTICE TAFT, From Child Labor Act Opinion. 


The law is attacked on the ground that it is

Out of a proper respect for the acts of a co-ordinate branch of th< 


government, this court has gone far to sustain taxing acts a^ siuh, C\PI 
though there has be>>n ground for suspecting from the weight of the t«u 
it was intended to dei-troy its subject. But in the act before us the pre- 
sumption of validity cannot prevail, because the proof of the contrary i= 
found on the very face of its provisions. Grant the validity of this la\\ 
and all that congress would need to do hereafter in seeking to take o\er 
to its control any one of the great number of subjects of public interest^ 
jurisdiction of which the states have never'partcd with, and which are 
ret-ened to them by the tenth amendment, would be to enact a detailed 
measure of complete regulation of the subject and cnfone it 1>v a so- 
called tax upon lepartures from it. To give such magic to tlm word "tax" 
would be to bj-enk down all constitutional limitation of tl.e powers of con- 
gress and completely wipe ort the sovereignty of the .state*.
